CANTON ‘SITUATION. 
More Trouble Expected. 


CHAN KING-MING TO’BE 
ATTACKED, 


(ur Ora Correspondent) 


Canton, Jan, 22nd. 
The situation here, at the time 
af writing, is one of great un- 
certainty. The location of the 
various troops is, rougbly, as 
follows—the Cantonese, nadar 
Gen, Ngsi Bong-ping are in 
Honem. with Headquarters in the 
Cement Works; the Yuonanese, 
under Gen. Yetng Hei-mao, are 
in the Western Suburbs: and the 
Keangsi troops, under Gen. Sam 
Huog-ying, are inthe city and are 
believed to hold the Arsenal. 
Thera is a certain amount of 
fighticg at times when attempts 
are made be the recognised 
troops to disarm odd detachments 
Jin their districts, For example, 
fon Sunday there were short 
engagements. at the Cement} 
Works and Nam Hoi Magistracy, 
but nothing very serious occurred. 
There is a general idea amongst 
the people that trouble is bound 
to happen shortly unless Sun Yat- 
ven personally returns to take 
affairs in hand. At present, the 
Rreatest danger sppears to be 
Gen. Sam Hung-ving, and the 
Kwanesi troops, as it is very 
doubtful if they will accept Gon. 
Heu Sunz-chi as Commander.in- 
Chiat. Tke latter has teen ap- 
pointed by Sun Yat-sen and lefts 
for Canton on the 20th. instant. 
Meanwhile, there is'great com- 
petition for official posts. Alt 
the military commanders are 
t*ppointiog their owo nominees. 
No less than nine Managers 
wore appointed by different people 
for the Canton-Samshui Railway! ! 
The same state of chaos exists 
in othar departments. 
Among recent arrivals are Mr. 
u Hon-men, who is believed to 
have been appointed Civil Gover- 
nor by Dr. Sun, and Goneral Li 
Lieh-chun, Chief of the General 
Staff. who both arrived on Sundey. 
It is too early to prophesy sny- 
thing, but it.is hard to see how 
ascertain amount of trouble can 
be prevented. 


Move Against General-Chan. 


Acother correspondent writes 
stating that there is apprebansion 
amongst the Cantonese comman- 
ders at the attempts of the 
Kwangsi leaders to secure contro! 
of the whole province br gradual- 
Iy absorbing all the Cansonese 
forces. Aa atesult, Commander 
Yeu Yu-ping has béen appointed 
for the borpose of visiting General 


}Chan King-ming and requesting 


him to hand over the command of 
all his forres at present in Wai- 
chow and to leave for sbroad, so 
that, on orders from Sun Yat-sen, 
an advance by Kwangsi troops 
from the eastmay beprevented and 
devastation thus avoided. The 
Cantonese commanders hopa thst 
by this means Sun Yat-sen will 
be able, with « force of Cantonesé 
troops, to return to Canton. 

In is reported that an attack 
upon General Chan King-ming at 
Waichow has been ordered, and 
that Sam Hung-ying’s force will 
take the lead and be followed by 
Yupnan and certain Cantonese 
detackmenta.

Appeal for New Building. 


The Appeal Cammittea of the 
Diocesan Now Sohool Fund is 
now circularising individuals and 
firms in the hope that it will be 
enabled to raise sufficient funds 
in paid and pramised donationa ta 
be in a strong enough position to 
approach the Government ta 
assist furtherin the establishment 
of the proposed new school. Itis 
explained that immediate action 
ia necessary because of the bad 
condition of the old buildings and 
because the large retaining walt 
on Bonham Road bas been con- 
derned. . ‘ 

Itis shown in tha appeal that 
the estimated cast is $445,000, and 
that towards this sum the Govern- 
mant bas offered a site of 23 
acres at Kowloon and in moner 
for the old site a sum of $204,000 
and that $57,000 has been raised 
in subscriptions paid and promis- 
ad. The sum now required is, 
therefore, $154,000. The Hong- 
kone and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation has promised $1,000 
per annum from 1921 for three 
sears, in the first instance, and 
the Union Insurance Society of 
Cantom Ltd.. a sum of 8500 per 
aanum from 1921, for five years, 
in tho first instanca. The Com- 
mittee emphasises these and other 
annual instalments by individuals 
in stating that the time msy no} 
be opportune for large cash 
donations. ; 


Forthar poiats stressed are the 
fact that this is the firet big 
appeal made since the school was 
founded in 1869; that the school 
has a very wide influence; that it 
bas excellent scholastic resulta 
to its credit; and that the old 
buildings aro entirely inadequate, 

It is explained that the scholars 
have a fund of their own called .
